Moscow - The Soviet Union said 
an anaed Chioese unit crossed the 
Soviet frontier Sunday and foed at 
Soviet border guards. It added: 

"There are killed and woiuided." 

The official Soviet news agency 
said: "Violators of the frontiBr were 
chased away from Soviet territory by 
the resolute actfaas of Sowfalborief 

guards." 

Tass said the incident started in 
the area of the Nizhnemikhailovka 
border on the Ussuri River. This is 
north of Vfaulirostofc in the Soviet 
FacEaaL 

tht Soviet goverameiit has sent a 
note of strong protest to Peking 
against what woe tenaed "tiie 
provocative actions of the Orioese 
authorities on the SovietOlBiese 
border." Tass reported. 

Its brief account did not give 
further details on the casualities or 
make clear whether they were 
suffered by the Russians or the 
Cfaiiiese, or both. 

This was the first official report of 
a bofdn atcadent with Chiru that led 
to blooddieA. It seemed to mark a 
sudden worsening in the aheadjr 
badly strained relations betweea the 
two giant Communist powers.

Granted such discussion must be limited so as not to sacrifice the 
raatoial that mint be covered by die untnictor, but healthy discussion 
of vital issues is comptemeatary to the procen of obtaa^^ a 
"well-rounded education." 

MnA^t remvk ms ffl^ecehed by mray faculty who viewed it as 

an attempt to suppress tfaek discuaaon wfth studoits of the caa^m 

political situation. 
In re^ooae to this reaction, ManhaO imed a statement of 

darifkation in which he said the instnictor may Aacoas ti^9 1^ go 
beyond the material in his course, 
•^ut sevml reports of aenous abuses have readied me to the effect 

that a few faculty - and I believe very few use extensive arTK)unts of 

class time to discuss matters quite unrelated to the subject, and ui fact, 

> to attempt to persuade their students to one view or another on campus 
ptditical issues," he said. 

Marshall then raised the question; How much tune should be given to 
discussion of the "great issues before us today, indn^i^ thoae bemg 
debated on the campuses" in a chemistry course? 

Most instruct on will agree that the "serious abuses" reported by 
Marshall above, if thy exist, are mdeed Omm the tntitknal 
instructor-student discussion, but tbcy also agrae dot this discussion, 
wMun reason, is invaluable. 

Marshall's comment was poorly timed since it came when tiie j^m^i-t 
pcditical situation is extremely critical and discussion of it is, in the 
mrads of many faculty, extremely important and appropriate. 

Perhaps he should have responded to the reported abuses thioi^ the 
varuus department heads rather than by throwii^ the 4^k * ^ «i*m rt i T n 
brfore tlK entire uni vws ity ooimminity. 

If not abused, this sacred cow is viewed by many faculty as almost a 
right. Their anger at the attack on it profaoblyhasn't yet bom UBy

I Student Fare 
Petition Filed 

Tlie Campus Americans for 
Demoaatic ActiOD has pctiHoned the 
Civil Aesonautics Bowd (CAB) to 
ooplinue low<ost Youth Fares as an 
experiment in "tUM-dass" fares for 
people who could not otherwise 
J afford air travel. 

The CAB jlyj aLcepled briefs from 
the NationaJ Studenl Assoctition 
(NS.A) and the .National Student 
Marketing ( orporation (NSMC). The 
three groups will represent students' 
interests when the board holds a 
hearing March 1 2 to decide whether 
to abolish the discount rates for 
persons 12-22. 

A CAB examiner nded in January 
that youth fares are "uniustly 
discriminatory" against older 
travelers who must pa> full fares. A 
federal court had ordered the board 
to open up the matter after 
o|>ponents of youth fate (mainly 
•Merstate bus companies) broi^t 
suit 

Three measures were recently 

introduced in Congress to eontinue 

Youth I ares. Rep. James H. Seheuer 

(D-N.Y.l offered an arTiendment to 

the 195S federal Avulion Aet that 

would make explicit the CAB's right 

to grant Youth Fares. (Opponents of 

Youth Fares contend they violate a 

section of the ACT that prohibits 

uniust discrimination.) Sen. Charles 

Pfcrcy (R-ia) offered a similar bill in 

the Senate, and Rep. Arnold Olscn 

(D-Mont.) introduced a 

■■scnsc-of-the-( ongress" reyilution

NSA argues in its brief that 
Congress should be given a chance to 
on these proposed rneasuies 
bdbre Youth Fares are aboliAed. 

Campus ADA contends in its brief 
that the nation has not achieved the 
"adequate, economical service at 
reasonable charges" that the 195 8 
ACT »ught from U.S. AirUnes. WhiJe 
travel is a necessity today, air 
transportation "reinauis a luxury 
which most Americans can ill 
afford," it argues. 

Striking down Youtli Fares on the 
supposition that ( ongress outlawed it 
by a general proscription of ' 
discrimination" would be ui 
"anomaly," the petition uyt. 
"Standby Ktvioe at a lowsr cost is 
the essence of social jastice, not 
injustice." 

■^or the one-half discount. Youth 
I are travelers must travel on a 
stand-by basis, that is, without a 
reservation. (Some airlines do offer 



guaranteed seats on a one-thard 
diioount) 

NSA. an organization of campus 
student governments, argues in its 
petition that Youth I ares should not 
be abolished because they create "an 
extraordinary opportunity 
tu tvoaden educational 

hori/ons" by bringing air travel 
within the reach of students for the 
first lime. The discounts, NSA says, 
ate "fundamentally sound and 
consonant with deeply-rooted social 
and economic patterns of our 
society." 

NSA also argues: 

1. Youth lares encourage 
education by making it possible for 
students with limited financial 
resources to select the college best 
suited to their needs and goals 
without being unduly limited by 
geography and cost of travel 

2. The discounts help to minimize 
localism and regionalism. Making for 
more-diversified student bodies 
which contributes to the social and 
intellectual grovith ot student^ bi. 
exposing them to a greater breadth 
and variety in their feBow. 

3. Youth Fares are "socially 
detirabie*^ in relieving the rmandal 
burdens which roost families with 
coUege-^ge children bear. 

4. The discounts allow the 
"broadening" experience of summer 
vacation travel. 

NMSC , which markets products 
and services on campus (including 
American Airlines' Youth Fare cards) 
calls the discounts "a fair and 
sensible mode of encouraging" young 
people to travel and not an 
"invidious" form of discrimination 
Campus ADA. an organization of 
over 1,500 liberal students, believes 
that Youth I are is 'a step on the 
road toward the general availability 
of reduced rate transportation for 
persons of restricted means willing to 
accept less convenient air travel 
conditions for a lower price." If the 
experiment is successful, campus 
ADA hopes that the standby fmt 
will be made cenenlly availafaiB to iB 
'Bfisg to fomgo the 
1 etf a raaBfVBtioo. 
The CAB has been delu«ed with 
letten fiom students and puents 
urging it not to abolish tfaediscount 
fares. (It makes deci^uons on a legal, 
not popular, basis, however). 
Whatever decision the CAB makes 
will probably be appealed in the 
c-ouris, which earlier ^eed that 
the fates are dliscriroinatary. 



In spite of extensive efforts to 
treat poverty, the rates of juvenile 
delinquency among 
poverty-strickened people continues 
to increase, an FSU crirainologiA 
said Friday. 

This diserepanc) between 
delinquency provcnlion proCTaiiis 
and crime rates might lead one to 
discard stniologieal studies which 
proT'ipted the preventive efforts, but 
the ptoble:n is probably not there. 
Dr. Leonard J. Hippchen told the 
Southern Conference on Conections. 

Two better ex piana t i ons might be: 
. . the difference between 
opportunities of middle and upper 

class juveniles is so great thai 
preventive eltorts "sinipl> have not 
been adequate lo have a signiHcant 
impact on the deviant twhavior." 

. . Community efforts to ofganiie 
and cooidinale ptognms haw bccB 
"too fta g ae w tat y , puttial, and 
intermittent." 

"Much more assistance needs to be 
brought to (he underprivileged 
groups of our society," and they 
"must he provided with opportunity 
for full growth and development and 
taught by example of responsible 
adulu the mcMng of re^onsiUe 
citizenship,'* Dr. Hippctoi arid. 

ftejttdice is one of the major 
obstacles to effective juvenile 
delinquency provention t limination 
of prejudice would be in all its forms 
raeul. national. prosmtial. 
religious, slaluv and class, and family. 

'"Mori I 11 p r c h e n s i V e 
community-wide approaches to 
delinquency correction and 
ptevention need to be devised," he 
added. 

"In conduiion. it might be 
emphasized that our neglect in 
assisting the lower ^ lasses to achieve 
the basic necessities of human life has 
been for too great a period of iirne 
The wide-spread unrest and riots 
which have been sweeping the 
country, in part, may well be a 
symptomatic response to this neglect

Advice to SDS 

At a time when our university is once more approaching a possible 
crisis, it mig^ be advisaUe for laden of diiddeot demorts on the 
campus to approach the situaticm wHh rationality. This il particularly 
true in the case of the Students for a Dmocratic Society. TiMy are now 
in the posttkm to snocaae or klD inivenity aapport for thdr cause, a 
cause which is definitely a just one. 

The Flambeau, along with Student Government and the 
IntCT^iaten^ Councfl, feds that Acting Rvsidait MnshaO and/or the 
Board of Regents, as the case may be, have made a regrettable decision 
in refusing to officially recognize SDS. The disapproval of this 
organizrticm wn indeed a ''subfectiw dedBon" and does Do^ 
have been based on legabty or constitutionality. 

Indeed, it appears that in making this decision on the grounds cited, 
the admmistErtioB has stepped "cat at tlie bounds'* of constttotimal 
guarantees. 

In taking such action, the university, throi^ Board of Regents 
and thus the state of Florida, has left itself open to possible l^al 
acticMi. Such action could result in owrtuniing the administration's 
nding and dearing itp the recognitioa issue once and for aU. Such 
action has been taken by a di i a p p r o wd SDS charter m Giiocado, 
according to one report. 

At a time when the attitude of state officials and taxpayers would 
negate the effectiveness of violent confrontation OR rational discussion 
with elected officials about the matter, it might be wise to take the 
matter to more detached authorities, i.e. the courts. Such .action would 
probably be the most effective for the local SDS chaptor. 

Not only would such action settle the question, and insure the 
organization of its constitutional rights, but it would probably multiply 
university support for the group to many times its present size. A 
growing nunriKr of faculty members and studeitts have indicated that 
they would contribute funds to support such action if other support, 
such as the ACLU, was not found. 

Unlike violence and purely useless confrontation with the university 
administration, sudi action would haw guanmteed results. 

Such action would reflect maturity and sincerity on the part of SDS. 
Such action would prevent violence and increase university support for 
SDS. Sudi action would appear to be the BEST ot all poaable 
alter natives for the nnivasity Aha>far SI^

"Out of the interchange came a well-considered policy statement on campus 
demonstrations. Also came a greater appreciation of what men and women of 
good will can accomplish when they try to reason together Irv lo understand 
each other... 

"The faculty members at the meeting composed the University Senate's Ad 
Hoc Committee on Campus DemonstratioBS, winch was appointed in September 
to draft a cleai, precise policy to govern campus demonstrations, be they 
students, faculty or staff. 
"Hardly aiqrmK outside ot the University Senate knew the ad hoc committee 
existed. Oae of its membets,ftof. JoIm G i b cmmb of apicultuie, bioi i gl il the 
committee and its work into the pufaik ipotfight wben be independently 
submitted a strcMigly-worded icaahitioa to the Senate. 

"The resolution, which drew heavy criticism from the more Wbeal elemeati of 
the university, urged firm, fast action to stop any dcmonstntion which became 
unlawful or disrupted the university 

"Its author's intent to demonstrate faculty faith in President ()'( onnell 
was lost in the severitv of the language. I he students learned after talking to hiin 
that his mtcnt was not severe. True, he is a conservative politicaily, but he does 
not believe in actian* which woold deny lawfid finedom of expieaiini and 
asiembly. 

"When the resolution was scheduled foe Senate ooniidBration, Kvoal student 
I leaden went to the meeting to speak on the suiitect. The resolution neva caae to 
ittefloor. 

"When it was rescheduled, student kaden agite went to liie meeting but woe 
asked to leave that time because the Senate's constitution calb for dosed 

meetings. 

'The Student Senate then unanimously approved a strong-worded resolution 
which said in part that students would not feel COg^wled to taoaor poiidBS they 
had not been allowed to at least q>eak on. 

"There followed a letter from the chairman of the ad hoc committee, inviting 
student repRaentatives to diicuss the proposed poiaciH with the committee. 

"For the IWvenity ot Florida, a miestDoe had been croaed. When four 
studenU met with the committee, it was the first time in hislory Oat students had 
met officiaBy irith a committee of the Univeraty Senate, whidi fornmlates most 
university policies... 

'The Senate approved the statement almost unanimously because it is a precise 
statement . - 

"I rom the experience, the university can learn much. The lcs.son is a simple 
one: 

'TIk' real measure of our progress toward becoming a better community wiU be 
found in our dedication to the causes which unite us rather than in the ones 
which divide us."

How many students living 
off-campus remember the annual 
problem of finding suitable honaiiv 
to rwit? Have yoa foigotten tbe 
frnstrntikm of aniviag a little too late 
and findmg the off^ampus houdng 
selection to be s^ier ddn^,? And 
finding that wtet was left wa* too 
expensive? 

Then you tom to tbe newspaper 
ads. Ads cost money so the landlord 
is not as generous as we are in 
describing a rental In fact, many 
newspaper ads dmi't even give a 
rental address, much less a 
desci%>tion. 

The Off-Canvas HonsiagOfiice is 
asking att students, faculty, and staff 
who rent housing off-campus to join 
in a round-up of landlords to sell 
them on the idea of listing their 
rental housing with the uiiiversity. 

We are counting on current renters 
to give us a lot of help between now 
and June 7. If this round-up is not 
successful, the Off-Campus Homfav 
Office is going to be veiy dmrt on 
reiltal Rsources and very long on 
students and faculty having difficulty 
fmding rental housing next fall 

More housing on the umversity 
.ipproved lists will make it easier for 
returning students, new students, 
new faculty, and new staff to locate 
housing of their choice and wiO give 
Uiem a better selection. M<He 
landlords particqiating in tbe 
university app iow d homing piogiam 
also means more open rfimn^ of 
vommunicaticm for use in infhiencav 
a fak rental situation for sB 
petsoonel and make it possible for 
tbe Off-Can^us Housing OfHce to 
help bring about the equitable 
>cttlement of disputes more often. 

The Off-Campus Housing Office 
.nswcts all housing before 
iceptance to be sure it meets the 
liniinum standards of safety, 
initation and livability. All landlords 
re required to pledge agamst 



discriminatory rental practices 
regards race, color, religion 
national origin. These requirements 
are not complicated. The Off-Campus 
Housing Office will take care of the 
details of the inspection and provide 
the landlord an antidisciiminatiaa 
pledge to sign at the time we anange 
the iM|WK*tion. 

AB — svMsity personnel shouU be 
fndhr with the university policy 
against discriminatory practices and 
should be able to explain tlie policy to 
their landlord. If in doubt, ask us, or 
contact student government or tte 
Student Affairs Committee on 
Human Realtions. It's not as hard to 
understand as it is to teU. 

Many persons w9i not know with 
certainty if their rental bousing is 
cuneotiy on the apimved list or not. 
This is because the housing may have 
been removed from the list in 
September, after it was rented, for 
failure to pledge against 
discrimination. Some landlords may 
profess to be on the approved list 



when, in fact, they arc not. 

fhe list of currently approved 
housing is too long to publish, but 
we can ident^ several ot tbe bqe 
rental manasement fkms that are on 
tbe approved 1st: Brinkley Brother. 
Mow Meridian Corporation aad 
Regency Realty Corporation. 

If you want to find out whether 
your housing and landlord are on the 
approved list before taking to your 
landlord, just call the Off-Campus 
Housing Office. Stale your address 
and give us about 30 seconds to kwk 
it up. 

Lage numbers of apartments, 
houses, mobile homes, and rooms are 
needed. In discussing this with your 
landlord, the best approach is to find 
out if he IS on the univtTsity 
approved list now and if not, then try 
to convince him of the need to apply 
A landlord can apply simpl> by

between 8 a.m. and 5 pjn. Mcmdsy 
through Friday.

"Fm some time tlie SDS students as a matter of apparent policy have been seeking a confrontation with 
the univeiaity. Last m^t they were saoecmM in oblaiaiBg it. The uaiw i dly !■» atleapled to aamid a 
cooiraatation in the hope that SDS students laoaU eitfHr obey onanaity and Womi at Biigwil i vegaliliom 
ot find orderly means to change them. 

"On Tuesday al'tenraon tbe wideiy-advertised raQy on Lamfe Green was permitted to take place despite 
the fact that it vioiated several regulations. Since the violations were largely technical in nature and there 
appeared to be no soious interference with the orderly processes of educaticm. no attempt was made to 
prevent or interfere with the meetinf!.

The most restrained course open to me was action in he courts. I sought and obtained a temporary 
aijiuKtion in the Circuit Court of Leon County enjoining the SDS students from meeting in university 
buildings. The injunctkm was read to the group assembled in the Uraversity Umon by Mr. William Tanner, 
chief of university security, and they were asked to leave, it wm aoade dear Ihd those who did not do so 
would be arrested and charged in dvfl ooort.

An injunction is law and the SDS violated the law. The law should thus 
take its due cowae. 

"I he course of law is not however, and never should be the tip of a 
naked bayonet. Due process mvohes a court system e^Uished by 

civilized human beings and not a Static line of helmeted riot police with 
bayonets. A university is not the training ground for the jxilicc. 

"SDS will now have their case decided in court hvcn Marshall states 
there is no legal barrier to their recognition. If such is the case, the 
court will direct that they be recognized, if not. the matter will have 
been legally decided. In any matter, it is a questkm wfaicfa nnist be 
answered by the law. 

"Acting President Marshall allowed bayonets at Florida State. It 
proved something about our world. We cannot cope with inteffigent 
individuals within our university in'a mature way. Reaction seems the 
key. And yet we wonder why people such as SDS become frusUated. 

"If the president of a university cannot or is not allowed to make a 
dear decismn and then act in a chnlized way, there is a basic wrong ui 
the entire educatkmal system.

The State Plan for PoMc Education has been

A resohtfioii wu propcMed in Faculty Senate yesterday ttert may 

mark a return to the polarizing, bickering, and backbiting which 
surrounded both resignations of former ftesident John Champion. The 
teaoiHtim wu a reooiranendation to the Board of R^ts that it go 
outside the university community in naming a permanent president. 

It was a very unsutle attempt to give the word to Acting ftesident 
Sunley Marshafl and to the R^ts that, at least to the suppwters of 
the resolution. Marshall's services as president of the university on a 
permanent basis are not desired. 

The reaohition was tabled on the motion of Dr. Paul Picc»d, vbo 
termed it a pa-sonal attack on MndHB, tiie chmmum of the raeetn^. 

It was a personal attack. 

It is the nrst sign of the recurring of «*at Dr. Piccard calls "the fight 
to the finish." This fight during last spring's demonstrations led to 
irreparable splits in the administration and faculty. These splits were 
instrumental in Champion's recent resi^ation and posed about the 
most pressing proUem with whkh Acting President MashaB has had to 
cope. 

la "the fight to the finish," the cleavages that form on one issue are 
so severe, according to Piccard. as to prevent new alliances from 
fcMrming. The facuhy and administration become unflexable. AIJ unity 
disappears. 

If this fight is in the making once again among the faculty and 
administration at FSU, the lines - pro and con-Marshaii - will develop, 
if they have not already done so. 

There never will be unity, so sooner or later, key members of the 
faculty and administratirai will seek greener pastures and another rash 
of resignations will have begun. 

The president, since he was an issue over which the fight be^. will 
tc^tpie if he has not already dime so. 

So, it s tragic to see vestiges <rf "the fight to the finish" appearing 
again - vestiges of the polarization. Yesterday's prc^iosed resohitioa is 
suciiabeatige.

stamping out criticism as they cover up 
flaws. Somehow the "ethics" always 
jaom to get lost in the rhetoric. 

Several notabia caaaa coma to mind, the 
most recant bains tiia much-publicized 
affair of the Genaral Motors Goliath 
versus Ralph Nader. Here Big Business 

exposed itself as being oversensitive to 
constructive criticism as well as callous in 
its ignominious attack on its critic. 
Surelv, while we don't expect Big Business 
to change its ways overnight, wo can 
expect a rational consideration— 
and not maraly a oowar-up job. 

Yet the Nader episode is not unique. 
On.; recalls a similw ovarroaction— and 

this time by the chemical industry— to 
Rachel Carson's expose on indiscriminate 
uses of insecticides. The Big Business 
response to Jessica Mitford's eye-opening 
portrayal of the realities of the funeral 
business was equally bittar-not so much 
against her arguments in "The Ammrican 
Way of Death ' but against the author 
herself. In none of these instances did 
business admit its imperfections on its 
own accord. Only public pressure- and the 
fear of continued negative publicity - was 
able to draw out the truth about auto 
hazards, bug sprays and casket costs. 

Its i nstancas lika thasa that prova b uahi a at 

is responsible for the myth that it aaaa 

only the facts it wants to see. It's 
instances like these that reinforce the 
image of business justifying any means 
that maximize the ends the ends being 
monetary profit. It's as if Mammon 
himself had updated the business 
code of ethics. 

Twentieth Century Big Business appears 
to be nothing more than a reincarnation of 
the Nineteenth Century stereotype, the 
Robber Barons. Jay Gould s stock-market 
rigging has its 1961 counterpart in G.E. 
and Westinghouse price-fixing. We have 
our Billie Sol Estes and our Bobby Bakei^- 
Today's businoaa covertly sanctions such 
noMe practicos aa bribes, kickbacks, 
company callglrls and tacit collusion. 
The "ethics" of Big Business have 
created a business unto itself- industriw 
espionage. Here anything goes from 
duplicated office keys to parabolic 
microphones. And even packaging frauds 
are becon^ng mwe and more blatant 
in today's ago of the 10-ounce 
giant economy size. 

Thus, when college youth are asked, 
"What's wrong with Big Busi naMr^w a 

answer most simply, "What's I iglit wlUl

Dear Mr. Chess; 

Big Business does not hold itself out as a 
sacred cow whose actions or ethics are 
not subject to scrutiny or valid criticism. 

But in making value judgments of the 
"rightness" or "wrongness" of business, 
I question whether isolated instances are 
definitive criteria. 

Critical judgments should be made in 
perspective with the phenomenal growth 
of our national economy since the end of 
World War II ; a period during which our 
gross national product more than tripled 
from $208.5-billion to approximately 
$740-billion last year. 

This growth has resulted from a continuous 
effort on the part of the business com- 
munity to respond both to society's 
demands, and its needs. On the one hand, 
the constant demand for product 
improvement leads to better design and 
greater performance through advances in 
technology. Similarly, society's needs 
prompt extensive research for the 
development of completely new products 

which create the additional profit- 
making opportunities essential for the 
nation s economic growth— W ^ Wa 
satisfying a social purpose. 

The measles vaccine developed at Dow is 
an example The benefits to society from 
planned inoculation programs multiply 
in astounding geometric proportions. Not 
only can the total incidence of measles 
be cut substantially, but also a far lesser 
number will suffer the cripphng mental 
defects whfeh before destined many to a 
life of perpetual care in institutions. 
Human lives are being saved, their useful 
purposef ulness unimpaired, while millions 
of dollars are freed for reallocation 
to othar uses. 

The focus on profit-making products to 
serve definable social needs reflects the 
times just as the community's mores 
always affect standards of ethics In tliis 
less-than-perfect society in which we live, 
the ranks of business, and government. 
' and education, and virtually every other 
segment of the community unfortunately 
harbor those who cheat and scheme to 
gain their personal ends. It's probably 
rather remarkable that our times have not 
produced more Billie Sol Estes and Bobby 
Bakers. But usually they are found out in 
short order. Neither I, nor any other 
responsible businessman, condone their 
artions. Certainly their conduct cannot be 
rraarded as typifying business any more 
JS! the activities of the S.D.S. on various 
SmpusJs speak for the majority segment 
of the student body.

Equally, an inquiry into press- 
sensationalized episodes of bribery, 
collusion, kickbacks and callgirls probably 
will reveal involvement of the same kinds 
of cheaters and schemers looking for a 
fast dollar. No company that I know 
condones this conduct. It simply does not 
represent the ethics of business, any more 
than does industrial espionage. Franidy. I 
think its significance has been 
quite exaggerated. 

What it all adds up to is that most 
business enterprises, under the strict 
discipline of our competitive profit-making 
system, constantly are providing 
improved products and better service. In 
doing so they mirror the community— of 
which they are an integral part — both in 
the advances made, and in their standards 
of performance. In the course of this, 
mistakes, as distinguished from unethical 
practices, occur, i suppose that those 
who make them are no less reluctant to 
admit their mistakes, or to sustain public 
criticism, than paopla in f»tfior 
walks of life. 

I am not acquainted with all the facts 
surrounding Genaral Motors' issue with 
Ralph Nader, but it is a matter of record 
that James Roche, then President of CM, 
made a public apology on this matter 
before the Sonata's bnwstigating Com- 
mittee. 

As regards Rachel Carson and 
insecticides, I will say that my own 
company had done research on the 
toxicology of insecticides long before the 
Food & Drug Administration voiced any 
concern in this subject. Research was not 
forced by Miss Carson's work. The 
chemical control of agricultural pests 
certainly has a direct bearing on the very 
critical question of world food supply. 
Such control measures, coupled with 
applied research by agronomists improving 
crop yields, constantly are increasing 
food supplies to meet expanding 
population needs. 

I feel, therefore, that while your question 
as to "What's Right About Big 
Business" focuses on its conduct, rather 
than itt accomplishments, real objectivity 
requires that both be weighed in balance. 
On this broad scale, then, business is 
pace setting the times in accordance with 
the community's needs and the ground 
rulaa of its oowkoomant.

Hale's recommendation had 
opposed the majority opinion of the 
student faculty committee of student 
organizations which voted five to 
four to allow SSOC on campus. 

OX:!onnell said tftat if the group 
used this position as an excuse to 
Jemonstrale. they vwuld only be 
proving the wiscness of the denial. 

This decision denies the SSOC the 
'iirivik«c. ■ of "using university 
facaities availabie; inviting speakcn 
to campus; seekii^ and receiving an 
award of that part of the registraticm 
fee entniated to Stodent Government 
for student activities; and 
representing to the students on this 
campus and to the public generally 
that it and its purposes and objectives 
ire properly related to and enjoy the 
.pi>ri>iil of this institution."

"A snail group of amateur revolutionaries has succeeded in 
provoking an artificial crisis at Florida State University with the aid of 
tactical blunders by Acting President J. Stanley Marshall. 

"The administration's mistakes were recognized Wednesday when 
the Faculty Senate effectively censured Marshall fat prec^iitating "an 
unnecessary and.unwananted crisis." 

"The first adminlstnitlon mistake was to encourage a Students for a 
Democratic Society group to believe it would be permitted to sponsor a 
speech in a university building, then suddenly to obtain a court order 
barring sudi i mrrtiwt (Tuesday) night. 

"The second mistake was to bring police onto the campus with fixed 
bayonets to arrest 60 students, before university disciplinary 
procedures had been exhausted. 

'The celebrated policy of Father Hesburgh at Notre Dame demands 
the swift and full application of 'university' disciplinary procedures, 
including suspensioB aad expulsion, so that police power will not have 
to be used. 

"Mice AovM be called to protect the property and the orderly 
processes of the university. Neither property nor process was 
threatened at 5 p.m. Tuesday. 

"Fortunately, the police acted with great restraint. 

"SDS is not without blame, it forced this issue when an acting 
president's jiM^ment was, of necessity, altered by ctmsidentMms of his 
personal future. And it was wrong to introduce an outside speaker fnmi 
the national SDS office into this volitile situation. 

"A faculty Senate committee immediately should investigate the 
events of March 4 on the TaBatiassee caiiyus,toest»Miriipre«as%tiie 
sequence of events 

"Out of this should come a better understanding of the crisis, and a 
better appreciation of the mistakes made by aD concerned. 

"Meanwhile, the university should get out of the business of 
recognizing campus organizations and get into the business of 
establishing wwkabie procedures for handling pressures from militants 
- procedures that do not radicalize law-abidir^ students. 

"IVocedures other than duplicity in the aftemocm, or a night of the 
kng knives."

ISSUES CHANGE 



To the Editor: 

During recent weeks I have 
maintained an informed interest in 
the question ^^4 administrative 
recognition of our local chapter of 
the SDS. My conclusions had been

Specifically, they advocate and 
practice confrontation tactks in 
contempt of the law. They preach 
"individual" freedom while 
practicing what sociologists call 
"mob behavior" and cshibitiny a 
very generalized attitude toward 
police oflkxn as a group, and thus 
by inqilkation deny the worth of the 
uidMdBal Imnian being in any 
capacity. And they exenw far, tm 
too little of the pMtmx and human 
co wiidwat ioH aeoessary for a true 
dialogue and a truly democratic 
society. 

The issue is no longer 
administrative recognition or failure 
to grant recognition.

For those readers wlio missed the 
first two artides, we dwuld repeat 
that the Off-Campos Housiog OfTice 
is trying to inaese its rental bousing 
resources by 2,000 apartments, SOO 
houses, 200 rooms, and 300 mobile 
homes. But «e should hasten to 
remind all concerned not to panic 
and start paying additional premiums 
for housing as there should be 
enough to go around altough it 
may be extremely difficult to find. 

Current occupants should talk to 
their respectWe landtoids about 
listii* their rental units with the 
Univeraty. This involves an 
explanation of the university 
requirement that all approved 
housiiv must meet 'tie university 
OMiiroum standards and must be 
pledged in writing against 
diKrimhiatory practkes as regards 
race, ootot, r^gioB. or natioBal 
origin. 

One additional advantage that a 

person rentuig from the univeisity 
approved list receives is the privilege 
of posting a sublet or to share notice 
in the Off-( ampus Housing Office if 
they have the need. This privilege is 
not available to persons who do not 
rent Universty approved housing.

The Afio-Amakan Student 'Unon, under the leadmhq> ci 
Fred Flowers, has worked quietly but efficiently this quartCT to ky 
the groundwork for a Black studies program at FkMrida State. 

Their methods as weD as their achievements deserve cranmendation. 
They realistically noted that highly publicized "demands" and 
d^monstratioiis were likely to kill their reasonable requests, f loridai, 
lifce many odmr Soodiem states, is not yet ready to appmadh sudi 
issues in a rational manner. 

hAi. Flowers and his organization chose to avoid pubhcity until after 
they had achieved their goab. Th^ worked within the univmity and 
avoided any action which wouJd be likely to attract unfavorable 
reactions outside the university. While other campus groups were 
talkmg about Blade studies, the Bhck students were busy working on 
it. 

The result of their work is a provisional program of seven courses. The 
inter-deportmental program is open to all students and no pre-requisites 
are necessary. Qualified studcnf; ma> fake the courses on a pass-fail 
basis. Mr. Flowers has stressed, however, tlial the continuation and 
expansion ai the pn^gnra wai depend on the response it receives iwxt 
quarter. 

The Flanibeau feeb that this program is an invaluaUe one. In the 
past, the Black man's contributions to our society have been 
completely overkwked. The Black culture has been portrayed as 
subservient, unproductive and without inteDectu^ potential. H(jpclully, 
the future will portray the Black culture in a more just manner. 

In an era when civ3 rights, racial equality and racial strife have 
occupied a major part of our attention, an understanding of the Bhck 
culture is a necessity. The Flambeau agrees with our Black students that 
understanding would win half the battle against racial injustice. 
Education's aim is to replace ignorance, superstition and prejudice with 
understanding. We feel that education in Black studies will end much of 
the hatred and disrespect held towards the Black commiuiity. 

Hopefully, education such as this will soon extend to all minority 
groups in our society. 

We commend the Black students for their efforts and we commend 
the faculty and administration for their cooperation in this first step 
toward understanding. 

We strongly support the Black studies program and urge all students 
ijfvn9 themsehies of the opportunity to participate m this program. 
We hope that this program will contr3>ute to under^nding and 
cooperation between the Black and the White communities.

Faculty Involvement 

I rom the Fmiiry Wheel, hmory Lniversity : "The temptation for a faculty 
member to remain a!<iul from the large and small issues of the campus is very real 
but alv) d.inf!erijus I he pressures to devote himsdf entirely to academics are 
certainly valid, but if succumbed to may lead to a nctation <tf what he is trya% to 
accomplish in the dasBoom. The two reasons for this aie rinqde and often 
overiooked. 

"Firrt, the educational director of Emory is determined by administraton who 
must use their sidfls to ensure the smooth operation of and to gather money fo» 
the university. Both of these are absolutely necessary: however, they often so 

.Dnvtrict an individual administrator that he becomes insensitive to educational 
amecrns. Questions such as "What policy will cause us less embarrassment among 
alumni, and therefore ensure more money?' or 'How many people do you 
represent'" take precedent over 'How can the school best provide the liberal 
education?' 

"Second, the attitude of inquiiy which shouhl be promoted in the dav it often 
stifled by ooiwalthy aspects of the CMiqmtciiviroinwat.Cte^ivity dribbles off in 
littfe cfaanndt of pmnrinctaHsni or it checked by itedk Hvng titnations and 
inadequate bdfiliet for study and tiie fine arts. Of comae, fliit situation it 
partiaBy due to student tfisinlmst, hot Caculty reqwnae hat ben pitifiil^ riow to 
student requests Toi help. 

"I acuity paiiicipation m (.ampus affairs must take two forms. The obvious is 
closer personal relationships with students, and there is much evidence of a 
itiovenient in this du-ectu>n. But also the faculty must put thcmselveaiBapaaitiail 
to engage in rational debate and make dedsiont on a large-scale. 

"Again, we do not befieve that the raemben at the Uaivenity Senate have 
mMtfi in deiibente piocattination, but they have been intimidated by 
adninittnthie ptCMue and hampered by inherent ttructural weaknesses. The 
senate it not now as reiponsive to genuine educational problems (not necessarily 
thMC proposed by students) as it should be. When the faculty cannot respond, the 
administration grinds on, and a minority cry for violent solutions. 

"HopctuUy, faculty-student conversations will increase in number and in depth, 
and a faculty organization will develop whiA can accomodate broad discutaon 
ind adequately represent faculty opmion."

You realize that my lifelong 
pfeoccupation with better teaching 
makes me appreciate your coacem 
with **the quahty of teaching and the 
relevance of what is being taught." 
Rut I will debate, and if necesiary 
oppose, >our proclamation that "(a 
profcvst-ir' nia> ha^e more knowlcdgr 
'outside his field', hut he docs not 
have the right to use his classroDni as

But 
"INIORM" Suppressing 
information is censorship. C ensorship 
and compartmcntali/ation of 
cducatK)n are weapons of the 
anti-intellectuals and those who 
reject democracy.

The Black Student Union took up 
Milton's cause, calling the boycott 
and asking white students to join the 
black students. 

Only a fraction of the 14,000 



white students did. 

A few white athletes supported the 
blacks, including Dick l osbury. the 
O^mpic gold medal winner in the 
liigh jump.

I he judge then thanked the jurors 
and all Dtheis who had helped in the 
case. He repeated defense and 
prosecution contentions that there 
was no evidence of a compnacy in 
King's slaying.

Should any such evidence 
the judge made it clear, the state will 
prosecute. 

Ray said he fid not agne wifli the 
theory that tfien was no ooa^nracy 
to assassinate King. He did not 
elaborate. He said, however, "I agree 
with the stipulation" to plead guilty. 

"I've never had hopes of anything 
except. ..to save this man's life," said 
Ray's lawyer, Percy Foreman of 
Houston. Tex. "It took me months 
to prove to myself...that it was not a 
conspitacy." 

Five witnesses then testified to the 
actual fact of Kmg's slaying, at the 
Lorraine Motel here April 4, 1968. 
I his is necessary under Tennessee law 
in a case where the detfli penalty 
could be involved. 

Then, the jury must retire to go 
through the formality of setting the 
99-year sentence. 

The jury wus chosen from a venire 
picked two weeks ago, but the jurors 
themselves had no idea, a court 
spokesman said, that they would be 



assigned to the Rjqr case uBtB court 
began yesterday momiJJg. 

Criminal Court Judge Preston 
Battle asked Ray, who was called to 
the stand, whether he understood 
that hk gutty plea meant he waWed 
an ri^U to appeaL He also was asked 
if the deciiion to plead guBty was his 
own and of his own bee wB. 

"I agree with the tlipdirtian."^^' 
said. 

In Atlanta, Ga., the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Sr., father of the slaijf 
dvil rights leader, said he had no 
comment on Ray's plea. Mrs. Martin 
LutiMC Ka« Jr., widow of the slain 
man, wu reported to be out of the 
ci^ and not nnmediatebr available. 

Testimony in Ray's HM today 
began simply to establish the £act 
that King was killed. Witnesses 
were called, beginning with; 

The Rev Samuel B. Kyles, a 
Memphis Baptist ministci with whom 
King was to have had supper on the 
eve of his death.

548 West tek (acrost Ciom Bill s 
Booksloie), the center is open on 
weekdays from 1 to 4 p.m. 

The following sutement was 
reifiited by a spokesman for the 
group: 

"The uar in Vietnam has caused a 
dranidiii. mcrdsc in the number of 
men being drafted. Graduate students 
have e^ecially felt the pieasiae smce 
they are no longer efibibk for 
student deferrments. 

"Almost every college age male is 
affected by the draft in some 
manner. I or such an important topic 
liowcver, there is remarkably little 
knowledge about the dnft and its 
workings. 

'The ignorance about the draft is 
so widespread that most men do not 
know that then are LEGALLY 
APPROVED alternathres to military 
service. Few men are aware of their 
jegj^ guaranteed rj^ under the 



Selective Service System. Most local 
draft boards are overworked and 
primarily concerned with meeting 
their monthly quotas. They do littie 
to inform the draftee of his rights. 

"Recently a group of bSV 
students and faculty members 
decided to Uy to put an end to this 
ignorance. Ihc> participated in an 
extensive training session which was 
designed to acquaint them with aU 
aspecu of the draft These uewfy 
trained draft counteioTs now hope to 
share this knowledge with the rest of 
the FSU student body. 

'They have organized a Draft 
Counseling Center whk:h is located in 
the Westminster House, 548 W. Park. 
Counselors wiU be available every 
weekday from 1 to 4 p.m. Anyone 
who cannot come at these times and

Flambeau Editorials 

A Change Urged 

The Board of Regents may take state supported universities out of 
the recognition, non-rccugnition of student orizjni/ations business. 

Last week Regents Chairman Biuke lubler appointed a committee to 
"i&ciBS and conader" rescmding the present board policy which 
requires student groups to obtain presidential recognition and approval 
before being allowed to use university facilities. 

IVesumably, the committee was formed because of a request by FSU 
Acting President Stanley Marshall and UF President Stephen O'Connell 
th|t the recognition, non-recognition policy be ciaril icd. 

Onmsition c^, the policy is neither new nor limited to a particular 
campus. As early as last quarter. Student and Faculty Senates at FSU 
passed resolutions urging that the policy be dropped and that student 
organizations merely be required to register with Student Government. 

Univmity of Florida's student government has expressed a similar 
opinion. And University Chancellor Robert Mautz has indicated that he 
favors a type of registration over the present policy. 

Vice President John Arnold has said he sees no necessity for formal 
recognition of SDS or other student organizations. Arnold said he 
denied recognition to the group because the Rents' regulations 
allowed him "no other choice." 

It's plain that not just "radical" students oppose the present 
recognition, tion-recognition policy. 

Specifically what whould suspension of the present policy mean? It 
is charged by opponents of SDS recognition that this would connote 
university approval of a "nationally infamous" organization. 
"Hi organizations were neither approved nor disapproved, hopefully 
any groiq> could exist on campus - within the bounds of 
non-discriminatory university regulations and no pressure would be 
applied to anyone because of this group's presence. 

If the recognition, n<m-recognition system were eliminated, other 
means of lendii^ out university facilities would have to be made 
svabUe. But this poses no problem, individual students could be 
aHowed to reserve rooms for various functions. A method of checking 
out could be followed only an individual would be rej^nsiUe for the 
facility rather than an organization. 

The Regents have received and are receiving respectable advice that 
they discontinue the recognition, non-recognition policy. It is hoped in 
this comer that they follow the advice and tnllow it before spring.

( 2) the senate is not repiesentathre of 
the general EKahy. 

Cnfortunateh . the ludginents ol 
the senate, and sialements of 
pervmal bia.s from such individuals as 
the ( tiairman of the 1 jcultv Senate 
Steering ( ommiltee. and the 
President of the A A LP, are often 
considered to be the voice of the 
Faculty. Such simply is not the case. 
The Senate is. by and large, a stacked 
deck made up of (xiliik.d 
thmk-alikes. It commands Imle 
respect, and in the presi-nt siliution. 
has engendered a great deal of actual 
reaentment from the working faculty. 

The present position of the 
maiorhy of the facuHy is one which 
is loyal to Dr. MushaH and which, 
JuppOTts his efforts to prevent any 
disruption of the normal university 
operation.

Political Interference

The Kenneth case at the lAiimsity of Florida has once again 
focused attention on the problem .of political interference m the 
university system. U of F President Stephen OTonnell's decision to 
retain Megill on the faculty temporarily ended the possibility of o*ert 
interference by state politicians, but the proUem of the subtle 
influoice still remains. 

Our State Board of Regents was proposed originally to remove the 
universities from the political arena and allow the educational process 
to progress smoothly. Unfortunately, politics was and is inextricably 
bound up in the university system. The Board of Regents is appomted 
by the governor of Florida, a political man, and is thus subject to some 
degree of influence. Since our BOR is under the control of state laws, 
and thus the I^idature, politics has a double avenue of attack. 

Fbliticians, devoted as they are to public service, are often subject to 
public opmion and their interference may not always be rational. PubUc 
outCTies to "throw the demonstrates out of school" ahnost forced the 
closing of our university during last > car's peaceful and entirely 1^ 
censorship demonstration. Public pressure was effective in activating 
politicians and almost pressuring our board of Regents into what would 

have been a tngfc mow tad 1 blow to the acadBinic excdknceof our 
univeraty. 

The Fhmbeao «Mb tiiat stwtaiti, edwaton, hgislaton and dtfams 

should take a closer look at our state university system. The pment 
system has defmite weaknesses which must be remedied if future crises 
are to be haaOed iaajM mmaa. Mitics and educatwn MUST BE 
SEPARATEDif we arc to prodnee tme academe cxedkaee. 

We do not propose an alternative. We feel that much study is 
necessary befcwe a truly effective system can be esublished. We MUST 
STRESS, however, that the time to begin searchmg for an aMernative is 
NOW, not later. Rorida has suffered more than once for its failure to 
fian ahead, and our universities cannot afford to deteriorate if they 
evor ^ on becomii^ "great institutions of higher learning."

Faculty Scholars 

A program under which high school graduates nay exempt the 
freshman year of college is about to go into its leomd ye» at Florida 
Atlantic University. 

Under the Faculty Scfaobrs program, selected students by-pass the 

freshman year, although they're given credit for a year's academic study, 
and complete three years of upper division work for a bachelor's degree 
or four yean for a meter's degree. 

The students are selected on the basis of nsuhs of nationally 

standardized tests and a series of interviews with the Faculty Schohrs 
Committee. The students must achieve test scores comparable to 
students who have completed the sophomore year of coUege. 

The program developed from a belief that much of the course wwk 
at the freshman and sophomore level has already been covered by the 
best high school graduates, according to FAU President Kenneth R 
Wdliams. Williams said the program deab with the top fne per cent of 
high school senior classes. 

An arrangement similar to FA Us Faculty Scholars would be an asset 
to Florida State. For one thmg. it would attract the exceptional student 
for whom the two years of basic studies arc practically a waste of time 
They would be attracted by the prospect of getting thcr degree a year 
earlier, but abo by the opportunity of more extensive upper division 
studies. 

Exceptional students are a necessary ingredient for the national 
ac^emic reputation this university is trying to achieve. 

It is hoped that the FAU project wil be observed carefully by 
university officials and the Board of Regents and that eventuaOy such a 
_ prt ^ram will be established here.

'The students will come out on top no matto- who gets the 
new contract. " asserts Gary Wetherington. an I SU graduate who 
first brought the present food services situation mto pubhc view 
durii« his losing campaign against State Rep. Don Tucker last 
November. Wethcrii«ton noted tliat Morrison's f ood Service has 
held the conbMt shioe 1956 and had raised food prices 
a^nificandy in recent years wMKWt rebiddiag on the contract 
He also cited possiUe comiectiana between Morrison's. Inc. 
(parent company of Morrison's Food Serdoe) aasi BQR meaabst. 
Chester Kerguson leading to charges of "conflict of interest." 

'The present i«reement between 1 SU and Morrison's has 
IttOe tesembleace to the original 1956 contract. As the contract 
was renewed eadi ycK. diai«es were added and approved by 
FSU's dsRCtor of business servfeeSL Wees have been mcreased 
durii« the past duee years. wiUnat approvd from the BOR," 
commented WeUierington. 

An opposing viewpoint is held by Morrison's Director of hood 
Servkes at KSL .~Zacharv Skokos. The rebidding wiW not 
benefit either the operation ot the student body. The new 
contract wiU be awarded on the basis of how much the 
contractor will pay FSU for the opeiation. At present, four per 
cent of our gross sates is retnmed to the state.

Mars Probe WiU Check 
Life on Landing Mission 



On August 5, 197.^, if present 
plans are followed, a 7,547-pound 
rocket carrying 57 pounds of 
scientific instruments will leave the 

earth on a mission designed to answer 
an old question - does tfe exist on 
Mars? 

Dr. Seymour L. Hess, an FSU 
meteofoioeU. has just been 
appointed to head one of eight 
scientific teams to decide just what 
this first planned soft landing on 
Mars will atlenipi to lind out .ihout 
life and other Martian plienonieiia. 
He told a iiieleoroloiiv sciiiinar at 
Klorida State this week, ".Mais is the 
one pbnci where more than a 
vanishing chance of fmding some life 
exists." 

It will be quite difficult, however, 
tu design a probe which wfll 
defuiitely answer the question, he 
added, for whatever life is found, if 
any, will be primitive - posaiUy only 
bacteria. 

Some 200 days after the launch of 
what is called the Project Viking 
prolx-, a vehicle which then wUI be in 
an elliptical orbit around the red 
planet \ull send down a four-iegged 
lander which will have been stenfized 
so that there is no chance of infectiic 
Mars with any living oiguinis from 
the earth. 

Presumably, said Hess, j loni;-tiiiie 
student of the MxMian atmosphere, 
the six-foot wide lander will carry 
some kind of "delectable soup" 
thought to be attractive lo some 
"hypothetical bacteria". After these 
bacteria, if any, are c^prtured and 
immersed in the soap, dm they will 



he main lamed at a temperature 
thought to be qipmpriate for such 

Ufc. 

The team planning the biological 
probe actuaUy has the most difncult 
job of all, and there it a strong 
pooildity of not gettmg an answer 
to the question "does We exist on 
Mars?" even though hfe may exist. 
Dr. Hess said. 

.National Aeronautics and Space 
.Administration has asked other teams 
tu pl.m other probes. One, also of 
great interest to biologists, is 
designed to determine the presence 
of pre-biological chemicais. Hess said.

Hess, a member of the departin 
of meteorology and geophysical fli. 
dynamics faculties and abo associj' 
dean of the CoHege of Arts an 
Sciences, heads a three-man team 
which is planning what the probe will 
atlempl lu find out about I': 
Marlun atmosphere.

Emphmhes 'People^

The "peopk" aspect is where the emphasb Iks in FSU's department of urban 
and i^ional planning and the IMwn Research Institute. 

Assisted by two recent grants from the U.S. Public Health Service, FSU has 
become the first university in the nation with formal academic specialities in 

social planning and community health planning. 

In these new training programs, future urban planners learn to assess the social 
needs of metropolitian areai and to tailor such programs as urban renewal and 
community mental health to meet these needs. 

Department Chairman Edward McQuie said: "It is not simply the physical 
environment which affects people living in our cities. We at I SU intend to be on 
the frontier of these new areas, to create a better and more sensible arrangement." 

McClure explained experience in urban renewal has shown that high-rise put>lic 
housing w31 not slow down urban decay. To achieve any progress, pbnnns must 
begin to consider the social needs of tiiose dwelling within the cities, he said. 

"Tiaining of urban planners in the past had concentrated mostly on the 
physical development of cities," said McClurc. "The primary thrust ol our 
program is to open up some of the more timely urban issues to study. W e expect 
our students, when they graduate, to be more in tune with the problems ol 
today." 

The 1 SL center offers a two-yeai master's degree with a core program and a 
functional specialty. 

McClure said, "The core program is common to all students and provides the 
basis for further study. In the functional areas, studenU sdect thek specialties 
from one of seven areas: social planning, comprehensive health planning, planning 
administration, r^ional planning, tran^rtation planning, comprehensive 
community {danning and urban design. 

"First and foremost," he noted, the program "wiH provide urban planning 
numpower to the state which heretofore has not been present. Previously, I lorida 
had to go out-of-state to hire the needed e.xpertise. Now it will be easier to attract 
Floridians as well as make them more likely to stay." 

.Actne research is carried on b> the Urban Research Center directed by Dr. 
Huey B. Long One of its recent studies confirmed that the growth of a city 
depends largely on its "livability factor". 

This "liviability factor" consists of such items as natural attractions - beaches 
and rivers, for example, manmade city recreation complexes and the degree of 
active community involvement 

Long has also developed training programs for city governmental employees. 
Under his plan, training is year-round. The latest exam{rie is at Titusville, whoe 
city workers are taking a public relations course. A pinning course wfll start m 
the same city in April. 

The inventive Long is forever searching for new methods of improving urban 
life. A possible sohition to the garbage problem of some cities occuned to him 
one day while in the show er 

The plan is a simple one. Homes would be hooked to a pneumatic tube such as 
those used in department stores and hospitals. A resident would open the door, 
insert the garbage and it would be whisked away. No storing in cans, no labor 
strikes, no mess, no collection wonies. 

All that remains is to decide how to make the plan work.

At least 1 haven t 
seen any frost around here lately so I will assume that spring has indeed 
arrived. The spring quarter at Florida State brings with it nany 
surprises, traoi^ whidi are r^istntkm and the grades frwn the 

previous quarter. 

On the good side of the slate sports-wise is spring's own sport - 
baseball. At FSU this means some of the best ^oOi^ate baseball to be 
found in the country. 

When an FSU student is asked about sports at Florida SUte, he 
would most liicely talk of football. Ask an outsider almost anywhere in 
the nation what he thinks of «4ien asked about sports at FSU and lie 
will most likely speak of baseball. 

The Seminole baseball prograin is noted as mic of the best in the 
country, right up there with such perennial baseball powers as Aruona 
State and Southern Cal. Last season, the Tribe diamondmen finished 
their most successful season with a 35-6 record while being polled 
number one in tlie nation for over a month. Starting off this season at a 
slower pace on a 52-game schedule, the baseballers have compiled an 

1 1-5 record, being polled number nine in the nation on the most recent 
collegiate baseball poU^and have beaten number three-ranked Southern 
Illinois twice in this past weekend's three-game series. 

Under first-year coach Jack Stallings. the Seminole baseball team is 
likely to have another one of its usual outstanding seasons. The pitching 
staff has held to the highest standards (all of the five contests the 
Seminoles have lost were b\ one ruti) and has shown great depth in the 
buDpen. From the plate, tlie Tribesmen got off to a lean start. Lately, 
however, the batting corps has been conun^ to life and given the 
pitching staff the support it has needed 

From the field, Stallings emphasis on tielding fundainentals has paid 
off in an air-tight infield and a rangy outfield which has shown little 
tendency for errors. Since the beginning of the spring break, the 
Seminoles have played 1 1 games including the three Southern lUinois 
contests.
